$313,080,000 and on fortifications, $156,312.107. Her 
total military expenses for this, without counting 
the Navy. have been $3.600,000,000.

Including the second line the total 
available force is more than two millions of men and 
then follows the reserve of 860,000 men.

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THE ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S REPORT. + 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL Wi.iiAmMs, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of War, says: ‘“ The aver- 
age number of students over 15 years of age attend- 
ing the institutions having military was 
18,484, an increase of 2,767 over the number rted 
last year and over 6,000 more than the num re- 
ported for the scholastic year 1889-’90. This marked 
and steady increase in the number of pupils attend- 
ing the institutions of learning possessing a chair of 
military science and tactics undoubtedly indicates 
the growth of sentiment throughout the country in 
favor of a course which blends military instruction 
with the ordinary curriculum of studies.” 

The number of students physically capable of 
military duty is over 15,000. The interest general 
manifested by both faculties and students is very 
good anc increasing. 

General Williams describes the purposes of the 
division of military information, and reviews his 
recommendations that outside offices be secured for 
the depot quartermaster, = peguee and super- 
intendent of public buildings and grounds in order 
that the needed space for the information division 
may be obtained. Concerning the militia, he says: 
** One of the principal duties of the Division of Mili- 
tary Information is the having charge of the rela- 
tions existing between the ular Army and the 
militia of the several Stetes. The instructions of the 
Secretary of War have been to endeavor to culti- 
vate close relations between the two, and I am 
bappy to say that the most excellent results have 
been produced, which results have been steadily 
evidenced, since, by the large increase of the num- 
bers of the numbers of the organized and uniformed 
militia, the steady improvement in discipline, sol- 
dierly bearing, and knowledge, and the evident 
earnest desire on the part of the excellent personnel 
of the several National Guards to reach the highest 
ides! characteristics of the citizen soldier. Regular 
officers have been sent, upon the application of the 
Governors of States, to the encampments of the 
different National Guards, as instructors. Their re- 
ports are, in general terms, of the most gratifying 
character, and show the utmost anxiety on the part 
of the large majority of the organizations of the 
National Guard to me proficient soidiers.”” He 
recommends that the annual appropriation for the 
National Guard be increased to $1, . ‘his will 
andy an increase in number, which is much to be 

esired. 

Gen. Williams recommends that the power of ap- 
pointing ten cadets at large annually to the Military 
Academy be restored to the President. 

As to Indian enlistments he says: The wisdom of 
enlisting a considerable number of Indians of the 
warlike tri with a view to giving them employ- 
ment in useful and legitimate channels, has been 
confirmed by the experience of the past year. As 
the primary object of Indian enhetments is ersen- 
tially philanthropic and not military, and as the 
experiment has the tentative stage he recom- 
mends the recruiting of an Indian contingent,not ex- 
ceeding 3,000 in number, to be apartof the Army, 
but not be included in the present legal enlisted 
strength of the Army. 

Good results are reported from the new system of 
regimental recruiting. 2,404 recruits were obtained 
in this way. 

Of the 9,847 accepted recruits, 6.652 were native 
born and 3,195 of foreign birth; 8,783 were white, 645 
colored, and 419 Indians. (72 per cent. of the whole 
number seeking enlistment were rejected.) 

The annual reports show the post schools to have 
been carried on with more than usual success, and 
with marked and positive advantage to the enlisted 
men. They should be more largely used in connec- 
tion with the military training of non-commissioned 
officers, and for preparing enlisted men for com- 
missioned officers. 

The recommendation for the establishment of 
special service corps for the Quartermaster and Sub- 
sistence Departments is renewed. The lyceum es- 
says are generally satisfactory, and some evince 
mental attainments and babits of investigation of 
the highest order. The papers read by the younger 
officers are, many of them, worthy of especial com- 
mendation. The corresponding course in field ex- 
ercises, including summer camps, field mancuvres, 
and the solution of practical problems in minor and 
grand tactics,isin progress of development, and it 
is ho that a comprehensive scheme of practical 
field instruction will be adopted at an early day. 

Referring to the improvement in the condition of 
the enlisted men which has been brought about dur- 
ing the past five years we are told that the enlisted 
man has no longer any reasonable ground of com- 
plaint. His material surroundings are now far in 
advance of those prevailing in any European army. 

“Force has given placeto intelligence—troops 
are now led rather than driven—and professional 
training has become largely a matter of mental, 
physical,and moral development; but when all 
this has been said, the fact remains that the import- 
ance of intelligent, implicit obedience, based upon 
atrict subordinatiun, and the rigid enforcement of 
that correct and orderly sequence of details and 
events which constitute military discipline is as great, 
if indeed it be not greater than ever before. The 
enlisted force is now composed of most intelligent 
and promising material, and stands ready toreceive 
the highest professional training. [am proud to 
say that the officers stand, as @ body, as regards ca- 

acity and intelligence, and the zealous and faith- 

ul performance of duty, at a higher point of at- 
tainment than at any previous time in the history 
of our military service. To maintain the highest 
discipline, to secure the most thorough and practi- 
cal training, and so to achieve the highest efficiency, 
the officers to whose hands this important work is 
intrusted will certainly need, and should always re- 
ceive, the steadfast, unwavering support of the De- 
partment in their endeavors to extend the field 
of military usefulness and to maintain the high 
standard of performance of professional duty 
which has ever characterized the officers of the 
United Statee Army.” 

In conclusion Gen. Williams calls attention to the 
very highly efficient Manner in which the officers of 
the Adjutant General's Department, both here and 
elsewhere, have performed their duties, and to re- 
cord bis appreciationof the intelligence, zeal, and 
7 of the clerks in the Adjutant General’s 
ofmfice.

Luioyp's Annual Register for 1891 shows a falling 
off in ship building last year. The United States 
had a decrease of 48,816 tons, and France 17,843 tons. 
In 1890 the tonnage of vessels builtin this country 
was 148,878, against 100,062 in 1891, while in France 
the output was 34,562 tons in 1890, against 16,719 in 
1891. In 1890 there we ’e thirty steam vessels aggre- 
gating 58,903 tons built in the United States, but last 
year only thirteen, aggregating 18,067 tons. [n 
France the output of steamers was fourteen in 1899, 
and seven in 1891. The tonnage in 1890 was 27,666, 
and in 1891, 8,044. 

Tue U.S. lighthouse steamer Columbine, Lieut.- 
Comdr. Clifford H. West, U. S. N., commanding, 
sailed from Tompkinsville, New York, Oct. 30, for 
Oregon. A number of people gathered at the 
lighthouse depot to see the little vessel off on her 
long voyage of 15,000 miles, and she was heartily 
cheered by Capt. Schley’s fleet of light vessels as 
she steamed down the bay. The voyage will oc- 
cupy about three months. She carries a mail to 
the Merritt wrecking steamer J. D. Jones, which is 
assisting the German merchant steamer Artesia, 
wrecked in Elizabeth Bay, English Reach, Strait of 
Magellan. 

Or the three small vessels intended to represent 
the caravels of Columbus the largest, the Santa 
Maria, *vas built at the cost of the Spanish Govern- 
ment. The other two, the Pinta and Nina, were 
built m Spain at the charge of the United States 
Government, and under the superintendence of Lt. 
McCarty Little, U.S. N. The Santa Maria ie 56 feet 
long, and of about 125 tons displacement, and is the 
only one of the three that is decked amidships. She 
has a lofty poop and high projecting forecastle, 
with a rather low waist; and her sails are a foresail 
and foretopsail, a spritsail, a mainsail with two 
“* bonnets,” a maintopsail and a mizzen. The Pinta 
is of 50 and the Nina of 40 tons displacement. 
Each has square sails on the foremast, and lateen 
sails on the main and mizzen. The combined com- 
panies of the original vessels amounted to between 
1,100 and 1,200 men. The Santa Maria will proceed 
immediately to Havana with a Spanish crew and 
under convoy of a Spanish warship, and early next 
year the Pinta and Nina, manned by American 
crews, will follow her. At Havana they will be 
tormally banded over to the Spanish authorities, 
and will then sail for New York, where they will 
take part in the grand international naval review 
in May. From New York they will go to the Chi- 
cago Exhibition. Upon the exhibition closing, the 
United States Government will take charge of the 
caravels, and it is assumed will preserve them as

THE PRIDE OF THE OLD NAVY.

Firry years ago an important and almost forgot- 
ten event occurred in the American Narv. It was 
the sailing on ber first cruise July 15, 1842, of the 
frigate C 88, the pride of the Navy,and the 
*aremost of the modern all-sail frigates of fhe “ Old 
Navy.” So pleased and proud was the Navy De- 
perteeees with her, that it at once decided to equip 

er as NO man o’ war before had been; to officer her 
with the pick of the Navy and tosend her on her ini- 
tial cruise to the Mediterranean to show her off to 
the fleets of the Old World and let them see what 
strides America had made in shipbuilding. 

It was the intention of Mr. Geo. W. Childs, of 
Philadel phia—who himself came very uear being & 
naval officer and possibly escaped being a half pay 
rear admiral on the retired list, instead of one of 
the wealtbiest American newspaper proprietors—to 
bring together on May 6 the few survivors of the 
officers of the first cruise of the Congress, at his 
country seat “ Wooton,” to celebrate the 50th An- 
niversarv of putting the Congress into commission 
May 6, 1842; but his arrangements for his trip to 
California compelled him to forego'this pleasure. 
Subsequently Mr. L. P. Ashmead, of Philadelphia, 
who served asa middy inthe C ess on her first 
cruise, arranged to have the surviving officers of 
this cruire dine with him on July the 50th 
enniversary of the first sailing of the frigate Con- 
gress, but he was aleo unfortunately obliged to can- 
cel this engagement, because of an unexpected de- 
mand for bis presence in Duluth. 

The kee! of the Congress was laid at Portsmouth, 
N. H., 1n 1889, and she was launched in 184], and was 

ut into commission May 6, 1842, just fifty years ago. 

bersnke4d inthe Navy asa first-class frigate and 
> at $400,000 ce mplete. Her dimensiones were: Length 
179 ft., team 47.8 ft., hold 22 8 ft, and she bad original- 
ly a maximu™ dreft of 226 ft. Her best sailing trim 
varied from 14 to 22 inches by the stern. She car- 
ried 50 guns, eight 8-inch and forty-two 32-pounders. 
She wasthe fonrth vessel in the regular Navy to 
bear the name Congress. 

Mr. Ashmead tells me that the only surviving of- 
ficers of the first cruise of the Congress are Rear- 
Admirals Jenkins, Howell, Crosby, Calhoun, Luce 
and Upshur, Dr. Jackson and Messrs. Ashmead, 
Mercer and Langhome. Ten out of fifty survive 
after fifty years; only one of the lieutenante 1s liv- 
ing, Lieutenant Jenkins. Only two of them lived 
to become Rear-admirale, Porter avd Jenkins. Of 
the twenty-six midshipmen on the fivst cruise, six 
resigned from the service, either just after the 
cruise or before the Rebellion, six died young in 
the service before the Rebellion, four were dis- 
missed, two entered the C. 8S. Navy and to obliv- 
ion, two died young early in the war, und of the 
eight others who served throughout the Rebellion, 
six beceme Rear-Admirals ard two Commodores. 
Of the 87 officers of the line, 26 became Lieutenants 
or bigher. One became Rear-Admiral, Vice-Ad- 
miral and Admiral, eight Rear-Admiral«, four Com- 
modores, three Commanders and ten Lieutenants. 
The eleven others died, resigned or were dismissed 
before becoming Lieutenants. 

In the beginning of the first cruise, Friday, the 
railors’ “uslucky dav,’ was conspicuous, as on 
Friday, April 15, 1842, nearly all the officers re- 
ported for duty; on Friday, April 29, they an: half 
the crew moved on board; on Fridxy, May 6, tha 
sbip went into commission, and on Friday, July 15, 
1842, she sailed away from the Portsmouth yar¢. 
destined never to return there again, and in 22 
days’ smooth and easy sailing arrived at the Island 
of Madeira, when an iuteresting cruise of two 
years in the Mediterranean began. 

Before leaving Portsmouth the Fourth of July 
was celebrated by a ball given by the officers on 
the Congress on thesbip. It was such a grand af- 
fair that reporters came from New York and Bos- 
ton and wrote it up after the manner of describing 
such functions nowadays, but then a new idea in 
newepaper work. 

The short stay at Funchal wus long enough to 
lay in agood stock of wine for the ward room 
mess, and to pay a visit to Maria Clementina, a 
celebrated beauty and favorite of al] naval officers, 
who was confined to a convent for life against her 
wish, Arunof eleven days brought thesbip to 
Gibraltar, and on August 28, Commo. Morgan hoisted 
bis broad pennant on the Congrese and forthwith 
issued an order enforcing the regulation of the 
Navy Department to clip the hair close and shave 
the beard, and then sailed his “fleet’’ ofa frigate 
and two sloops down to Tangiers te demand an ex- 
planation and apology from the Emperor of Mo- 
rocco forallowing our Consul, Mr. Carr, to be as- 
saulted and detained because he wished to leave 
the country informally, 

Commo.Morgan, having received instructions from 
Washington by the Congress, gave the Governor bis 
ultimatum which called for the immediate dismissal 
of the lieut.-governor, with the declaration that if 
he did not comply with this demand, the ** Ameri- 
can fleet would blockade his whole coast.”” The Em- 
peror took the ultimatum under advisement, but 
never re to it,and the American fleet sailed 
away to Mahon, touching at Gibraltar to take some 
of the officers’ wives. On the way there was some 
unpleasantness between the captain and the lst lieu- 
tenant or executive officer, which resulted in the 
latter being put under arrest, and finally after trial, 
allowed to exchange to another ship. With Lieut, 
Junius J. Boyle, who then became executive officer 
of the Congress, and so remained until Jan. 28, 1843, 
when he went home, Lieut. Browning succeeded as 
Ist lieutenant, and so remained for balance of the 
cruise, 

Ihave been told that all the ward officers were 
very fond of Capt. Voorhees, who, besides being an 
agreeable gentleman—a very essential qualification 
on shipboard—was a gallant naval officer in every 
sense of the word. Also that good feelinz and good 
fellowship always existed in the wardroom mess, of 
which Lieut., since Rear Admiral, Jenkins was the 
caterer, and a good one he must have been, as the 
mess lived handsomely, as became it on this first 
starring tour of the brand new frigate, and without 
any extra preparations could always entertain un- 


FIRST SENSATION OF THE ORUME. 

The first real conemcen of the cruise was the mur- 
der of Acting Mastér John Smith Paterson, of the 
Congress, at Mahor. by an unknown assassin. On 
the night. of Sept. 28, 1842, Mr. Patterson was de- 
scending the hill to the ship’s boat, about midnight, 
when a little below the “ house of blazes,” someone 
jumped out on him and stabbed him three timer. 
Lieuts. Hunter and Dodd and Dr, Boxter were 20 
paces ahead and hearing an angry exclamation in 
Spanish, turned back to aid Patterson, but only to 
see & man run away into the darkness. They pursued, 
but lost him, and returned to see what had bappen- 
ed to Patterson, and found bim dead. Lieut. Brown- 
ing was officer of the deck, and hearing ucall for 
help from shore, jumped into a boat with Midship- 
man Ashmead and a dozen armed men to go to the 
assistance of their comrades. Search was made for 
the assassin but without enccers, and the party re- 
turned mournfully to the Congress with Patterson’s 
body. As no effort was made by the authorities of 
the city to discover the murderer”, the officers of the 
squadron offered a reward of $1,000 for him, and 
appealed to Commo. Morgan to take the fleet else- 
where, as the place was neither a fit one for the 
crews, several American sailors having been killed 
there, nor for provisions, and consequently not fit 
for winter quarters; so Nov. 11 the squadron sailed, 
the commodore taking his family with him in the 
Columbus, which then became the flagship of the 
Mediterranean Squadron. Patterson’s funeral was 
an imposing one. He was buried in the Protestant 
graveyard. All the foreign men-of-war in port sent 
boats in the procession, but no Mahonese attended 
the funeral. The American squidron, consisting of 
the Columbus, Congress, Fairfield and Preble, took 
places together inside the mole at Genoa, about Dec. 
1, and went into winter quarters. 

The winter was passed delightfully, and between 
the sbore and the ships there was a ceaseless round 
of gayeties. As many of the officers’ wives were in 
the city, and travelling Americans came there te 
pass the winter, attracted by the fact that our fleet 
was wintered there, the American colony in Genoa 
that winter was a very jollyone. The ships and the 
wealthy families of the city tried to eclipse each 
other in entertainments till Lent set in. While at 
Genoa the squadron heard of the heroic action of 
Capt. Mackenzie hanging young Midshipman Spen- 
ser for mutiny. Everyone approved of his decision 
and firmness. 

One of the episodes ot the winter at Genoa was the 
championing by the American officers of the then 
celebrated prima donna, Miss Clara Novello, the 
Patti of the day. This lady had engazced to sing in 
opera at Genoa, but was detained in Rome for sev- 
eral weeks by the authorities, who would not give 
her passports because they were so enraptured with 
her voice that they would not allow her to depart. 
The Genoese were jealous and could not compre- 
hend her difficulties, and were so bitter that when 
she opened her Genoa season, with “Il Puritani,”’ 
she was received with indifference and coldness, 
which the f-w American officers present saw her 
distinguished abilities and sweetness did not justify, 
and so reported in the fleet the next day. Mies No- 
velio’s debut in Genoa was very unpleasant for her. 
The Genoese heard her with indifference till, in the 
last act, they hissed her, and thereupon she left the 
stage and refused to sing, so the Governor put her 
under arrest, which continued for three days, when, 
being ordered, she decided to try again and please 
the Governor and his people. That night was one 
of excitement in the American squadron. All the 
efficers who could get off arranged to be at the 
opera and support Novello with their applause. 
They sent her flowers and notes telling her of their 
intention, and begged her to “brace up,”’ and look 
to them to protect her from the mob. The young 
officers, many since rear admirals, organized into 
groups of volunteer clacquers, and Novello had an 
ovation. The opera was never better sung nor sing- 
ers more heartily applauded, and Novello experi- 
enced no further annoyances in Genoa. The prima 
donna, who was really a very charming little lady, 
received a great deal of attention from the naval 
officers in the way of luncheons and dances, till she 
left for England. 


SUMMER ORUISE IN THE MEDITERRANEAN. 

Early in the spring of '43 these pleasant winter 
quarters were given up, and the ships set out in va- 
rious directions for & summer cruise in the Medi- 
terranean, by order of Commo. Morris,who relieved 
Commo. Morgan. 

At Naples the Congress arrived on the day of the 

marriage by proxy of the late Emperor of the Bra- 
zils to the Princess Theresa,ia sister of the King of Na- 
ples, and the officers of the C were partakers 
of the festivities attendant on the wedding. 
The Congress passed through the fleets and came 
to anchor insuch a very bandsome manner that the 
King of Naples, who bad witnessed the mancuvre 
and expressed his admiration of it, said he would 
go on board his fleet, get it under way and show the 
Americans that he, too, was a good sailor. He had 
here one liner, three frigates, three corvettes, and a 
steamer—handsome ships, well appointed and in fine 
condition. His Neapoliton Majesty went on his 
yacht—one of the corvettes—and began to man- 
q@uvre his fleet, and ran bows on the broad side of 
the liner, was towed away by the steamer and gave 
it up fur the day, having lost his headspars and 
bowsprit. 

The officers of the C ‘ess received a great deal 
of social attention while at Naples, Messina and 
Trieste, and did considerable entertaining them- 
selves, and made a visit to Venice and returned in 
time togive their second 4th of July ball on the 
Congress at Trieste. 

This hall was a much more brilliant and ostenta- 
tious affair than the first, but there wereno re- 
portersat it. By 10 o’clock every noble, elegant 
and beautiful person in Trieste,and many from 
Venice, promenaded the decks of the C ; 
The gay uniform of the Austrians and the handsome 
costumes of the ladies have left a still pleasing recol- 
lection tothe survivors, even after fifty years of 
varied life. 

A week's longer stay at Trieste was a round of gay- 
ety for the ward room mess of the Congress, and re- 
luctantly they sailed away July 8,and visited the 
classic shores of Greece, where more intellectual 
enjoyment was indulged in, at Nauplia and Athens.

ON THE BRAZIL STATION. 


Orders being received from Washington for ti 
Congress to go to Brazil station, she returned 
Mahon and began fitting out for her voyage. 
several ofthe American ships were at Mahon ap 
many of the officers’ wives were housekeepin 
ashore, the last days of the Congress in the Medi 
ranean were made very pleasant, though she lefto 
an hour’s notice, wit bout time for any lingering fare 
wells. A few weeks ware occupied working ont 
wreck of the Missouri at Gibraltar, till she 
relieved by the frigate Oumberland (Capt. Josey 
Smith) her companion in misery, March 8, 1862, Ty 
Congress sailed from the Canarics Jan. 4, 
crossed the equator in lat. 24 degs., and arrived 
Rio Jan. 28, having had pleasant weather every da 
She ran up to the anchorage with ail sails set befo 
the wind to royals, all the top and lower yardme 
were aloft ready to fur! and let go all halyards wit 
the anchor. All the sheets were laid out and furle 
in one minute from letting go the anchor and ti 
first rope. The rapidity of this operation cause 
universal applause for the seamanship from all th 
shipping in port. But when visitors came to 
the ship inside, their admiration amounted to e 
travagance. 

Such was the debut of the Congress on the oo: 
of Brazil. 

After the European gayeties, the Brazil statu 
was found stupid. The Congress went down to Mot 
tevideo in May to look after American interests, th 
chronic war being there. The city was blockade 
and besieged, and the American ships and tb 
people ashore compiained loudly about *he scareit 
and high prices of provisions. (apt. Voorhees ap 
plied to the authorities to be allowed to send ow 
people some beef, but his request was denied with: 
rather short reply, whioh so offended the cap 
that he sent Lieut. Browning with perempto 
written instructions to get the beef for the Ame 
can shipping on penalty of breaking the blockade! 
permission was refused, 

Lients. Browning and Porter went out to Genel 
Orebe’s camp and bad a fairly satisfactory inte 
view with him, and got permission to arrange w't 
Admiral Brown, commanding the blockades, abou 
supplying our people with provisions, which ¥ 
Gone to Captain Voorhees’ satisfaction, and a0 
American ship bearing permission from him cou! 
provision when and where it wished, which Wi 
considered a great victory for the Americans, 3 
~~~ gee sae were denied to all other appli 
cants. ° 

The next sensation on the station was when tl 
U. 8. ship-of-war Bainbridge, Capt. Newman, W 
twice fired upon when entering the port of Mot 
tevideo, and hove to until a boat was sent to hit 
from the blockading squadron. They apologize 
saying they thought it was a blockade runner. Ti 
astonishment on the American ships that Capts 
Newman did not return the fire instead of heavil 
to was very general. Subsequently his wrong juds 
ment so preyed on Capt. Newman’s mind that } 
came to Capt. Voorhees and begged him ft» a 
him and try him for cowardice. Captain Voorbe 
seeing bis troubled state of mind endeavored 
console him, and succeeded in getting him int 
quite a good humor before he left the Congress. TD 
next morning Captain Voorhees wrote him a 00 
begging him to think nothing more of the tr 
fling matter, but a few nights afterwards he thre 
himself overboard with beavy weights in his pock 
and was drowned, His bcdv was recovered the ne* 
day and buried, attended by all the American 40° 
foreign officers. Lieut. Browning then took com 
mand of the Bainbridge, till relieved by Lieut. Peo 
nington. The next episode in this initial cruise ° 

was an interesting one and 
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The Rosalba belonging to Mr. Silas E. Burrows, of 
New York, who had been here three years pring on 
poard ber, was fired into by the blockading Uru- 

ayan schooner Sancala. 

Promptly Cast. Voorhees despatched three armed 
poats commanded by Lieuts. Browning, Porter and 
Jenkine, to take the schooner, which hove to at the 
fret musket shot. Lieut. Jenkins boarded her and 
took ber vrew, nineteen men and two officers, on 
poard tbe Congress, and Lieuts. Browning and Por- 
ter stood down to the Congress with the pr'ze. Then 
Lieut. Browning was ordered to get the Congress 
under way to capture the Buenos Ayrean equadron. 

The whole oquaezen having been captured with- 
out any bloodshed, Lieut. Browning was put in 
charge of the flagsbip, and her commander retained 
a prisoner on board the Congress, where explana- 
tions were demanded and given and such ample 
apologies for firmgon an American flag made to 
Capt. Voorhees that he restored the squadron to the 
Buenos Ayreans, and they were allowed to again 
hoist their colors upon their saluting the American 
fiae, and resume the blockade. 

When the reportof the prompt revenge for insult- 
ing the American flag reached Com. Turner, he said 
that while it was proper to protect the fig, it would 
have been sufficient satisfaction end glory for Capt. 
Voorhees to only have seized the schooner which 
did the firing, so after the Congress returned to the 
U. S., Capt. Voorhees’s action was closely inquired 
into at the instigation of politicians in Washington, 
and the daily reports of their investigations into the 
affair, filled many columns of the newspapers in 

June, 1845. He was thon tried by court-martial, be 
ing sentenced by the first court to severe reprimand 
and suepension for three years and by the second to 
an ignominious dismissal from theservice! This 
was done on the approval of Atty.-Gen. Cushing, 
but years afterwards Capt. Voorhees’s case was 
again opened by Atty.-Gen. Black, who discovered 
tbat the courts-martial had made many blunders, 
and had unjustly inflicted punishment on Oapt. 
Voorhees, and, on his recommendation, the Presi 
dent restored him to bis rank, placed him on the re- 
tired list and the pay he had been deprived of was 
given him. 

The action of Capt. Voorhees in promptly aveng- 
ing the insult to the American fiag brings to mind 
the recent case of Commander Reiter in the Barrun 
dia affair. The comparison of the action of the two 
naval officers, Voorhees and Reiter and that of the 
Secretaries of the Navy, Bancroft and Tracy, is a 
very entertaining diversion in naval circles, and 
with the recollection.of the proceedings after the 
two episodes, no naval officer will know how to act 
when our flagis fired on in his presence. “If any 
man hauls down the American fiag, shoot him on 
the spot,” may do for Army regulations, buts naval 
officer must look to the after trouble he may have 
with the Navy Department before he acts. 

From a copy of the log of the first cruise of the 
Congress, I judge that Capt. Voorhees wasa firm be- 
liever in corporal punishment, for he made liberal 
applications of the ‘‘cat,” either “over the frock "’ 
or ‘fon bare back,” nearly always the latter pun- 
ishment. He began “catting” early in May, 1842, 
and keptit up — steadily till within a few days 
of the discharging of the crew, when I observe that 
“‘apliced the main brace’’ wasa daily entrance in 
the log. Since the “cat” has been abolished in the 
service, itis interesting to know the offences pun- 
ished by it, and the number of cases of each in the 
three years’s first cruise of the Congress: 

Attempting to desert, 16 cases; disobedience of 
orders, 13; = on post of duty, 2; neglect of duty, 
10; parting with clothes, 1; ng gh 1; breaking 
liberty, 16; smuggling liquor, 28; tampering with 

sentry, 5; hanging clothes iu wrong place, 1; striking 
officer, 4; ge = te 1; insolence, insubordination, 
mutiny, 46; disorderly conduct, 13; drunkenness, 
104; fighting. 60; disobedience of orders, 10; false re- 
port, 1; going on quarterdeck,1. For these various 
offences there were administered during the 1,988 
days of the cruiee 4 084 lashes of the ‘*‘oat,” includ- 
ing 200 it flicted on four men by order of Courts- 
martial—the number of lashes varying from five to 
twelve in each case. While “at sea,” the number of 
cattings were very few. ‘‘In port’’ was where poor 
Jack bad the most punishment. Rum was gener- 
ally at the bottom of all his troubles. 

be Congress sailed from Rio for home Jan. 19, 
2845, and anchored in the Capes of Virginia, on the 
frog of the horse shoe, March 8 On account of 
the weather ehe had to go upto Annapolis, but 
sailed to Norfolk, where Commo. Turner had or- 
dered her to report, and arrived there March 22, 
and paid off the crew April 2, and so ended the first 
oruise. 

The Congress subsc quently made only four cruises. 

Such was the life of the frigate Congress till she 
‘died in harness,” in her prime, fighting, like a true 
patriot, an unnatural enemy of the flag she had al- 
ways carried, honored herself, and made others re- 
epect. On March 8.1862, she was sunk by the rebel ram 

Merrimac. ‘ 

It was 7 P, M. when all alive got off the Congress, 
and then she was a mass of flames foreandaft. Her 
guns, which were loaded and trained going off as 
they became heated, sounding like signals of dis- 
tress. This was the tragic ending of the Congress, in 
the 2th year of her age.

Whilein Chicago there was a general ex- 
change of ideas regarding the fitting out of the ship, 
so that each has come well informed as to what is 
expected of his bureau. 

he main object, of course, is to fit up the ship as 
nearly like the actual battleship as possible, but 
there must be compromise all around to enable the 
vessel to serve its double purpose of housing the 
naval exhibit, which does not properly belong to a 
vessel, and at the same time of representing a man 
of-war equipped, manned and ready forsea. The 
structure itself will closely counterfeit the latest 
type of a man-of-war above the waterline, but 
much of the space in the interior will necessarily be 
devoted to historical and other exhibits not in keep- 
ing with the usual equipment of a naval vessel. 

e exhibits of the several bureaus will nearly all 
com prise a not directly connected with the 
fitting out of a battleship. The exhibit of the Con- 
straction Bureau, which promises to be the most in- 
teresting on the list, will consist of furniture for the 
captain’s cabin and one wardroom, each to be fitted 
up identically as contemplated for the real battle- 
ship, except that portraits of naval heroes, relics of 
the war, ete, will be added. A complete set of 
small boats, including steam launches and all other 
outside fittings furnished by the Construction Bur- 
eau for the genuine battleship will also be provided. 
Other exhibits by the Construction Bureau will be 
the bandsome models of most of the new vessels and 
many of the old ones nowin the corridors of the 
Navy Department. These wiil be mounted on the 
berth deck. Handsome water colors representing 
separately each of the new vessels are now being 

repared under the direction of Chief Constructor 

ilson and will be added to the bureau's valuable 
collection. For the experts detailed plans showing 
the various types of vessels will be on exhibition. 

On the starboard side one of the staterooms will 
be fitted up wiih the Naval Academyexhibit, which 
will give a good idea of the founding, development 
and management of that institution, embracing an 
outline of course of study, exhibition of handiwork 
of cadets, plansand photographs of the grounds and 
buildings, etc. 

>The exhibit of the Bureau of Steam Engineering 
will be less elaborate than originally desired by 
Engr.-in Chief Melville, but nevertheless interest- 
ing. The intention was to have a complete set of 
engines for one of the new ships mounted and in 
ration, but the Secretary was afraid that the loan 
of the machinery for this purpose would delay pro- 
gress in the New Navy and so the plan was aban- 
oned. A large India ink picture will be furnished 
by this bureau showing the engines of the old Pow- 
hatan and new torpedo boat No. 2. This picture 
graphically portrays the wonderful progress in en- 
gine construction, especially with regard to econ- 
omy of space with increase of horse power. Among 
the interesting relics to be furnished by this bureau 
will be the serew propeller of the Nipsic, now atthe 
Mare Island Yard, a pair of oscillating engines built 
st Norfolk during Confederate occupation, said to 
have seen service in a torpedo boat. 

The equipment bureaa’s exhibit will be confined 
entirely to its legitimate equipments for a man-of- 
war minus anchors, which are made of wood, and 
have already been provided from the fund for the 
construction of the = Electrical appliances, in- 
cluding search light, will be provided by one of the 
electrical firms. 

The exhibit of the ordnance bureau will be partiy 
dummy and partly real. The 13 and 8-inch guns 
already mounted in turrets are of wood. The four 
6-inch guns now in position and the secondary bat- 
cong of 6-pounders, l-pounders and Gatling guns 
will be the pieces actually intended for the battle- 
ship Oregon. It will be impracticable to fit up the 
13-inch turrets as actually intended, but sufficient 
will be shown to give a general idea of how the 
heavy guns are operated. The turrets for the 8-inch 
guns will not be open for inspection. Tae storage 
and bandling of ammunition will be shown ona 
limited scale. The bow torpedo tube will be fitted 
as for actual service; others will be dummies. 
Samples of torpedoes and outfitand some few speci- 
mens of former types of guns will be mounted on 
the breakwater adjoining the battleship. Being an 
international exhibit, nothing in the nature of 
trophies that would be likely to offend foreigners 
will be placed on exhibition. Two armor plates will 
be exhibited, one representing the 1l‘¢-inch curved 
armor plate of the Monterey, and weighing 31,500 
lbs., and the other the 14 inch diagonal armor of the 
Oregon, and weighing 36,350 lbs. 

The Bureau of Navigation will be represented by 
the exbibit of the Naval Academy already described 
and of the Hydrographic Office. The latter will in- 
clude plaster models of Atlantic Ocean and great 
lakes, instruments for making surveys and pilot 
oharts. This exhibit will be placed on port side of 
ward room. For the exhibit of the Naval Observa- 
tory small buildings will be erected on the break 
water near the lilinois. The display will include 
instruments for time service fitted up and con- 
nected with the time ball to be dropped from the 
dome of the Government building and with electric 

ongs to be placed in other buildings. Also equator- 

al and magnetic instruments. A branch hydro- 
graphic office will also be fitted up at some point 
near tl e LUlinois, 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts will fit up 
one room on port side of berth deck with stores and 
clothing usually issued to a crew of a man-of-war. 
Also a paymaster’s room showing method of trans- 
acting business inthe Bureau of Supplies at Wash- 


ington. 

Adjoining this room will be the exhibit of the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery, which will comprise 
dispensary and sick bay or hospital, each completely 
fitted up for caring for the sick or wounded, 

Tbe Buresu of Yards and Docks will show a few 
models of dry docks and pictures representing the 
more important work under this bureau. 

Aside from the exhibits a most interesting and in- 
structive feature will be the military life kept up 
aboard ship during the exposition. Officers, sea- 
men, mechanics and marines will be detailed by the 
Navy Department, and the discipline and mode of 
life on our naval vessels when actually at sea will be 
completely portrayed. The detail of men, how- 
ever, will not be as great as the complement of the 
ship, which calls for 400, the object being principally 
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ble public propert bout 150 sailors and 75 marines 
will be asked for. » especially boat, torpedo and 
gun drills as in a vesselof war, will take place fre« 
quendiz., The men will be fed and quartered as om 


Commodore R. W. Meade, who conceived the idea 
of the naval exhibit, wi'l, it is expected, have gen<- 
eral charge of the naval exhibit, while Lt. Comdr, 
E. D. Taussig, bis able assistant, will Di have 
direct command of the vessel. Mr. F. W. Grogan, 
the architect of the naval structure, who has 69 sat. 
isfactorily performed the difficult task assigned him, 
will doubtless continue with the vessel until the 
close of the exposition. The question of detailing 
officers to assist Commo. Meade in the preparation 
of the exhibit is now under advisement. There are 
mapy applicants for thisduty.

Wirs the new system of examination for promo. 
tion of men from the ranks, in accordance with th 
recent act of Congress soon to be inaugurated, |) 
spare vacancies in the line of the Army, after the 
West Point graduates have been assigned, will b: 
required for successful candidates from the ranks, 
Realizing this, civilian candidates are making, 
lively scramble to get in before the first batch of 
competitors from the ranks have been placed on the 
eligible list. It is not hkely, however, that any of 
them will succeed. It would be manifestly unfair 
to make any civilian appointments now when ther 
is every reason to anticipate a larger number of 
successful candidates from the ranks during the 
coming year than there will be vacancies in exces 
of next year’s graduating class. And if they shoulj 
be made it is very doubtful if the Senate, which 
passed the law for the benefit of the enlisted men 
of the Army, would confirm them. The system of 
examinations authorized to be prescribed by the 
President for the examination of candidates from 
the ranks, has been in course of preparation since 
August last. The draft of a General Order on the 
subject is now awaiting the approval of the Con- 
manding General, who is expected to act upon it 
immediately after his return to Washington on 
Saturday next. It is understood that the examina. 
tions are to be very rigid, mentally, morally, and 
physically—even more severe than hitherto pre- 
seribed for non-commissioned officers. Preliminary 
boards are to be convened in each of the sevcral 
Departments to inquire into the moral character, 
before and after enlistment, and otherwise deter- 
mine whether it is worth while for the candidates 
to enter the final competition. As the examinations 
are required by law to be competitive, 
a single board will be organized for the final exami- 
nation. This will be convened at Fort Leaven- 
worth. A question that‘is perplexing tho officials 
is the status of candidates who have successfully 
passed the examinations, but who may be too far 
down on the list of eligibles to receive appoint- 
ments for each of vacancies. The law says: 


That the vacancies in the grade of second lieuteniut 
heretofore filled by the promotion of meritorious non- 
commissioned officers of the Army, under the provisions of 
Sec. 3 of the act approved June 18, 1878, shall ba filled by the 
appointment of competitors favorably recommended under 
this act, in the order of merit established by the final er- 
amination. Each man who passes the final examination 
shall receive a certificate of eligibility, setting forth the 
subjects in which he is proficient and the especial ground: 
upon which the recommendation is based; Provided, That 
not more than two examinations shall be accorded to the 
same competitor. 


The question arises whether the candidates on 
the list of eligibles in excess of vacancies during 
the first year can be appointed to vacancies occur- 
ing in the succeeding year, or whether they will 
have to enter the competition with new candidates; 
also as to what will become of them if there are no 
vacancies after they have successfully passed their 
second examination. These are questions still! in 
dispute and which cause the delay in the promulgs- 
tion of the new regulations. 








WHALEBAC KS AND MONITORS. 


WE learn that her peculiarities of construction 
bad nothing whatever to do with the misfortunes 
befalling the whaleback steamer Wetmore, and the 
company interested in these steamers are buil’ing 
them as rapidly as possible. The Journal of the 
American Society of Naval Engineers for August, 
1892, publishes the paper on ‘Whaleback Steamers,” 
read before the Institution of Naval Engineers, 
April 7, 1892, by an English engineer, Mr. Good- 
all. He holds that the ordinary whaleback steamer 
of the American lakes, of which the Charles W. 
Wetmore is a modern type, ‘‘is not a suitable or 
efficient craft for commercial purposes on the high 
seas.” At the same time, he holds that ‘* this type 
gives increased stability, and reduces the danger of 
the cargo shifting to a minimum. The saving in 
weight of material is apparent, and whaleback 
steamers of a given dead-weight capacity may be 
built with considerably lighter scantlings than the 
tramp steamer of the present day. The whaleback 
steamers present less surface to the water, are gener- 
ally very easy at sea, and the waves seldom break 
over them. Another very great advantage is that 
the engines are invariably placed aft, thus re- 
leasing the portion of the vessel best suited to carry 





} heavy cargo. 


This also gives greater strength with 
the same scantlings. A great gain is also made in 
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speed by reducing the air surface above the water, 


and there is much less wave resistance. The dis- 
advantages of the vessels, as at present constructed, 
in Mr. Goodall’s opinion, are the greater liability to 
sink owing to the small surplus buoyancy, the ab- 
sence of masts and sails and diminished comfort 
for the crew. On the whole, however, he concludes 
that the introduction of a similar type of vessel for 
the general over-sea trade seems merely a matter 
of time. 

The invention of the whaleback steamer Mr. 
Goodall eredits to a Scotchman, Captain Me 
Dougall. It is simply an application to mercantile 
vessels of the monitor idea, first developed by John 
Ericsson in 1854 and illustrated during our civil 
war. Ericsson believed that it would ultimately 
establish itself as the prevailing type, not only for 
war ships but for vessels of the mercantile marine. 
Mr. Goodall is therefore a full generation behind 
the great Swede asa prophet when he says: ‘‘I 
venture to confidently look forward to the time 
when the American lake type of whaleback steamer, 
improved and made efficient for oversea carrying, 
will become the great cargo boat of our country ” 
(Englan4). 

Doubts as to the seaworthiness of the monitor 
type have become fixed in many minds becau:e of 
the gigantic blunder of Cowper Coles, in his tra- 
vesty of a monitor, by which five hundred British 
officers and seamen, the flower of the English navy, 
lost their lives in the Bay of Biscay. These doubts 
have been reinforced by accidents to American 
monitors which were due to failure to take proper 
note of the peculiarities of their construction. 

Having had an unusual opportunity for forming 
a judgment on the subject, we are entirely satified 
that Ericsson was correct in his conclusion that the 
original monitor was lost off Hatteras, while under 
the command of Captain Bankhead, because of the 
unwise attempt to prevent the slight leaking under 
the turret which was expected and provided for by 
the designer of the vessel. Ericssonsays: ‘‘Oakum 
was packed under the base of the turret before 
going to sea, in order to make sure of a water-tight 
joint, but this expedient failed altogether, the s:a 
gradually washed out the oakum in those places 
where it had been loosely packed, thereby permit- 
ting so Jarge a quantity of water to enter under the 
turret, fully sixty-three feet in circumference, that 
the centrifugal pumping-engine bad not sufficient 
power to expel it.” The intention was that the 
smooth base of the turret should form a suf- 
ficiently tight joint with the deck to prevent the 
entrance of any dangerous amount of water, but 
when the turret was raised and the seam cauiked a 
dangerous leak was started when the oakum washed 
out, as it was sure to do. 


Captain John Rodgers, U. S. Navy, in the 
monitor Weehawken on the night of January 22, 
1868, rode out one of the heaviest gales along the 
Atlantic coast; Asst. Secretary Fox crossed the 
Atlantic in the Miantonomoh, and another moni- 
tor made in perfect safety the long voyage around 
Cape Horn to Oalifornia. The monitors on the 
blockading squadron successfully weathered the 
fearful gales on the inhospitable shores of North 
and South Carolina during two winters. Describing 
the action of the Weehawken under circumstances 
that would have tried to the utmost any vessel, 
John Rodgers states that, to save the vessel towing 
the Weehawken, he was obliged to cast loose from 
her. The behavior of the monitor ‘‘ was admir- 
able.” ‘The sea was about thirty feet high but the 
behavior of the vessel was easy, buoyant and indi- 
eative of thorough safety. Her movements filled 
me with admiration. I saw in them everything to 
admire, nothing to improve. The waves rolled 
furiously across the deck. Instead of spending their 
foree against the side, as in an ordinary vessel, they 
swept harmlessly by.” In every instance where the 
monitors eame to grief it was because of neglect of 
precautions absolutely indispensable in a vessel of 
peeuliar construction. The Weehawken, for ex- 
ample, was sunk while at anchor in Charleston har- 
bor because some one left the forward deck hatch 
open while the sea made a clear breach over the 
vessel, There was an attempt made, it is true, to 
show that the original monitor sank because the 
overbang broke away from the vessel, but the con- 
rary was proven not only by mathematical demon- 


stration but by experience with the Passaic. She was 
taken out of the water and it was proved that the 


in imagination; her rivets and seams were as sound 
as the day the vessel was launched. It was easy to 
calculate the exact breaking strain resulling from 
the pounding of the overhang against the water, 
and it was far within the limits of the allowable 
stress. It is well that these facts should be borne 
in mind and that we should not lose sight of the 
point Ericsson was constantly insisting upon, viz., 
that bis monitors were not ships but floating bat- 
teries. 








THE NEW BLOUSE. 


WHATEVER may be the conclusion as to the new 
blouse, it is well that there should be no delusions 
concerning it. Some of our correspondents assume 
that the “ growls,” as they choose to call them, 
come principally from the younger men ; others 
assert that the change is in the interest of the Staff. 
We are in a position to assert positively that neither 
of these assumptions is correct; at least so far as 
concerns the officers serving directly with troops. 
We have, through private letters, received detailed 
reports of the actual state of feeling at 64 Army posts 
and have received a direct and categorical reply as 
to whether they do or do not like the new blouse 
from 752 officers. Nearly all of these officers are above 
the rank of 2d lieutenant, which includes ali of the 
class one of our correspondents, who looks down 
from the height of fourteen years’ service, assumes, 
in effect, to rule out of this discussion. An examin- 
ation of our records would show, too, that com- 
plaints do not by any means come alone from 
‘chronic growlers,” if there be any such. To a 
large extent they express the opiniou of conserva- 
tive officers, whose judgment upon any Army ques. 
tion carries weight with it. 
violence should be done to the Army Regulations by 
an expression of private opinion by an officer as to 
his uniform, seem to us out of place. The spirit of 
the Army Regulations is that officers shall not 
unite in formal action involving censure of their 
superiors, and the English Regulations distinctly 
declare that this is the gravamen of the offence 
against discipline. It may be held, therefore, that 
the Regulation is violated when officers join in a 
petition condemning by implication the War De- 
partment for ordering them to wear a certain uni- 
form, and asking that it be changed. But how can 
it be held that an officer is guilty of violating Regu- 
lations when he chooses to express privately his 
opinion concerning the trimming or the shape of 
his coat, aud if those who send us criticisms upon 
the new blouse are assumed to be conveying ‘‘ cen- 
sure,” are not those who argue inits favor equally 
to be condemned because they violate the same 
Regulation, which forbids them to convey ‘‘ praise” 
“for any mark of approbation”? Let the gentle- 
men who strain at the goat be careful as to swal- 
lowing the camel. We say allthis in the interests 
of fair play solely, and not because we care a brass 
button whether the Army wears one coat or an- 
other. That concerns the individual officers, and 
our sole interest is to present fairly, as fully as 
we can, their opinions, whatever they may be. 

We learn since this was written that General 
Schofield has extended the time for the adoption of 
the new blouse until May 1. A number of changes 
in it may be expected mean time. 








AN estimate of $250,000 in addition to the $50,- 
000 appropriated last year, will be submitted to 
Congress by Secretary Tracy to meet the expenses 
of the coming naval review. Of this amount $50,-

end. Asa means of perfecting the qualifications of 
ordnance sergeants, successful candidates immedi- 
ately after being appointed will be sent for a-short 
tour of instruction to some of the arsenals befere 
permanent assignment. Most of the appointments 
will probably go to the artillery, and in order to 
even things up selections bereafter of post quarter- 
masters and commissary sergeants will be confined, 
asa rule, if not entirely, to the cavalry and in- 
fantry. 


THE West Point and the Annapolis cadets are 
spoiling for a fight. Why not let them try conelu- 
sions once more at base ball? If there is danger 
that the members of the faculty belonging to the 
winning institution will make too much noise over 
the victory they might be put temporarily under 
guard. But do let the boys have their game. It 
will do them good, it will help to popularize the in- 
stitutions which are dependent upon public favor, 
and itis directly in the line of the training for 
which the young men are set apart. We will guar- 
antee that they will make a better record as students 
f they are suffered to engage in a contest which is 
to novitiate soldiers what a moot court is to noviti- 
ate lawyers. Next to a victory, nothing will be so 
much enjoyed by either institution as a thrashing 
received from the other. No better place could pos- 
sibly be found for bringing the coming representa- 
tives of the two Services together. It is every way 
desirable that they should Jearn to know, and 
knowing to esteem, each other; it is the time for fix- 
ing impressions which will be lastivg, and every 
way of advantage alike to the Army and the Navy. 
Football is unquestionably doing much to promote 
good fellowship and esprit de corps in the Acad- 
emies and it will give the Army something else to 
think about besides the new blouse. 














Iris expected that the changes in the New Drill 
Regulations, which are now awaiting the approval 
of Gen. Schofield, will be published in an appendix.

SEUENT DEATHS. 


BrReEveT MaJOR-GENERAL SAMUEL WYLIE CRAW- 
FORD, Brigadier General U. 8. A., retired, died Nov. 
3 at the Colonnade Hotel, Philadelphia, of a para- 
lytic stroke. General Crawford entered the Army 
in 1851 as an Assistant Surgeon, U. S. A, and when 
the war broke out was the post surgeon of Fort 
Sumter and rendered ¢xcellent service as a doctor 
and as a soldier during the bombardment. In May, 
1861, he was appointed Major of the 13th Lnfantry, 
and was appointed Brigadier General of Volunteers 
in 1862. He received brevets from Colonel to Major 
General in the regular Army for gallantry at 
Gettysburg, Five Forks and in the field during tle 
war, while in command of Crawford's Division of 
the Fifth Corps, and the brevet of Major General 
of Volunteers for conspicuous gallantry in several! 
engagements. In 1864 he had been promoted Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the 2d Infantry, and in 1869 he 
was promoted Colone! of the 16th Infantry but was 
afterwards transferred to the 2d Infantry. He was 
retired February 19, 1873 as Colonel, which rank 
was changed to that of Brignudier-General under 
the ‘Crawford’ Act of March 3, 1875, which was 
the occasion of much criticism. General Crawford 
had a large circle of friends, and was a liberal, 
high-spirited gentleman whose death will be sin- 
cerely mourned.

He 
arrived, Oct. 28, on the Clyde steamship [roquois, 
from New York, and was driven directly to the 
quarters of his fiiend, Lieut. Thomas M. Defrees, 
5th U. 8. Infantry. Not lorg after he reached 
Lieut. Defrees’ quarters he complained of not feel- 
ing well, and just before midnight he spoke of feel- 
ing ill and expired in a short time. The Cutting 
family is of old time Knickerbocker stock and of 
great wealth and high position. Dr. E. M. Alba, 
for himself, and Surg. Kean, U.S. A., signed a cer- 
tificate stating that Mr. Cutting’s death “ was due 
to paralysis of the heart.” 


A PorRTLAND (Ore.) despatch napere the deatb of 
Frederick Schwatka, formerly of the Army, in that 
city on the morning of Nov. 2, and under sad cir- 
cumstances. He was found at 3A. m. lying in the 
streets. By his side was a half empty bottle of 
laudanum. He was in a comatose condition and was 
immediately removed to the St. Charles Hotel, 
where he was placed in a chair. The supposition at 
first was that the lieutenant was intoxicated, but as 
his condition grew alarming at the end of an hour, 
he was ultimately removed to the Good Samari- 
tan Hosepital.. The city physician stated that Mr. 
Schwatka was suffering from narcotic poisoning. 
Everything was done for him, but in vain, and he 
died at 3a m, Nov. 2. Lieut. Schwatka was born 
in Galena, I!!., and was apnrointed from Oregon to 
the Military Academy ip 1867, was graduated 1n 1871, 
and promoted tothe 3d Cavalry. He took part in 
the Big Horn and Yellowstone Expeditions in 1876 
and had his full share of frontier service. On March 
6, 1878, he gota leaveand went in command of an 
expedition to the North Pole to search for the re- 
mains of Sir John Franklin. In 1879 he was pro- 
motes Ist lieutenant. Ln 1883 he went on an explor- 
ing €xpeditior, and becoming more and more inter- 
ested in these Polar researches, he finally resigned 
in 188. In 1886 he headed an expedition sent to 
Alaska by a New York paper, the leading purpose 
being the ascent of Mount St. Elias. This enterprise 
ended, so far aa the mountain was concerned, at an 
altitude of 7,200 feet, beyond which no progress 
could be made at the time. Lieut. Schwatka in 1889 
made an expedition to the northern part of Old 
Mexico, practically unexplored on account of the 
presence of the warlike Apaches. He was the author 
of several works bearing upon his expeditions and 
was a fre quent contributor to magazines and news- 
papers. Some yoo ago he was a resident in New 
York and that he had wonderful pluck is evidenced 
by the fact that while under treatment at one of 
our military posetsin New York Harbor for a broken 
leg, be managed before entire recovery to break the 
other. A friend who dined with him the evening 
before his death is quoted as saying: ‘“‘He was in his 
usual jovial mood, but complained some about the 
pain in bis stomach. His prospects were very en- 
couraging and he expected soon to perfect arrange- 
ments for going to Mexico, where he had a gigantic 
scheme with some Mexican Ja-d comqene. He was 
also very enthusiastic about his plan for having the 
Government make a national park of Mount Hood. 
He seemed to feel bighly encouraged and believed 
all of bis plans would wmaterial'ze.”” Thg coroner's 
jury brought in a verdict that the case was one of 
accidental poisoning from an overdose of morphine. 
The body was buried at Salem, Oregon, Nov. 4.

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ARMY ORDNANCE WORK. 


Tue militia receives a good share of attention in 
the interesting annual report of Brig. Gen. D. W. 
Flagler. An urgent appeal is made for an increase 
in the appropriation for arming and equipping the 
militia. He says: The small allotment which can 
be made to each State from the appropriation is 
carefully husbanded and economically used, but is 
insufficient. The inability to furnish these supplies 
not only cripples the efficiency of the present 
militia force and dampens the valuable ardor 
of officers who are engaged in promoting its effi- 
ciency, but makes a further enlargement of the 
militia force, which is so highly necessary, practi- 
cally impossible. 

The year’s progress in Army ordnance is 
most gratifying. Beginning with the >perations 
of the Army Gun Factory the report says 
that the equipment of the north wing of the Water- 
viiet Arsenal is now complete, and it includes eight 
12-inch turning and boring lathes, five 12-inch turn- 
ing lathes, and one rifling machine now in opera- 
tion. The south wing has been completed, and all 
the smaller machine tools have been delivered and 
erected. The shrinkage pit in the central section 
has been completed and these have been delivered 
ard erected. Three 12-inch gun lathes, one 12-inch 
rifling machine, to 12-inch jacket lathes, one 80-ton 
electric travel'ing crane admitting of being rigged 
for 120 tons. Foundations for the other lathes have 
been prepared. The sbafting and belting, boilers 
and steam engine, have been delivered and erected 
and the heating plant completed, except the floor 
coils between lathes, which are placed as the gun 
lathes are erected. ; 

It is expected that the equipment of the South 
wing, exclusive of 16-inch machinery, will be com- 
pleted by March, 1893; and that the equipment, in- 
clusive of 16-inch machinery, by July, 1894. The 
capacity of the gun factory, including north and 
south wings, will then be 12 8-inch, 15 10-inch, 15 
12 inch, and three 16-inch guns per annum. 

Tbe work of manufacturing guns in these new 
shops has gone on eatistactorily since its inception, 
and the indications are that a greater output than 
that originally estimated will be attained, as also a 
marked reduction in the estimated cost of manufac- 
ture. 

Improvements at the Sandy Hrok Proving 
Grounds consist of the erection of an 80-ton Gantry 
crans for mounting and dismounting heavy guns 
and the erection of substantial platforms for testing 
guns and carriages. 

Work on the gun carriage plant at Watertown 
Arsenal has progressed favorably. and $182,000 is 
asked for to fully equip this arsenal for the purpose 
intended. 

The question ot powder is still an unsettled one 
with the Ordnance Department. Concerning this 
subject, Geu. Fiagler says: Great and vexatious 
delays bave occurred during the past year in pro- 
curing powders that fulfil contract requirements, 
especially for the teats of type guns, and incident- 
ally the tests of carriages. 

The contract requirements for brown powders, 
and which have been attained in actual firings, are 
pe followe:

Facilities for making improvement in military 
powders, establishing standards of the same, and 
possibly eventually for making small quantities of 
the same for experiment and samples are greatly 
needed. 

A sample of French B. N. smokeless powder 
proved too slow and the results were poor, due to 
the imperfect combustion of the powder. 

A sample of German smokeless powder, after 
being raised to a temperature of 125 degs., showed a 
slight increase in velocity and no material change 
in pressure. After storing it in sealed cases for a 
year the velocity fell off about 30 feet seconds in 
2,000. These samples of French and German smoke- 
less powders will be further subjected to exhaustive 


ts. 

So far as the tests have proceeded, either of these 
two types of smokeless powder wuuld sesm to be 
well adapted for use with heavy guns. The German 
powder has, however, the advantage of giving as 
good velocity as the French, with a somewhat less 
charge. The woaight of charge with the German is 
about one-third and with the French about one- 
balf that of Brown powder. The German powder 
bas the further marked advantage that it is readily 
made up into cartridges while a great deal of time 
is required for putting up the French powder. 

The type 10-inch B. L. rifle has been fired to date 
158 rounds and the type 12-inch B. L. rifle 64 rounds. 
The Department wi)! bave completed by the end of 
the calendar yerr 1892 15 8-inch guns, eight 10-inch 
guns, and three 12-inch guns, available for issue as 
2000 as the carriages are provided. 

Appropriations up to date provide for 45 8-inoh 
guns, 46 10-inch gune, and 36 12-incb guns. exclusive 
of the 25 8-inch, 60 10 inch, and 25 12-inch Ds pro- 
vided for under contract with the Bethlehem Iron 
Company. 

The 10-inch rifle has been used also for the test of 
the 10-inch pneumstic disappearing carriage ; while 
the 12-inch B. L. rifle is now mounted on the gun 
lift at Sandy Hook, the test of which will be made 
by the firings required to test the gun, thus saving 
the cost of a separate test. In testing samples of 
powders, this type 12inch gun has been subjected to 
some excessive pressures, running as high as 28 tons 
per square inch, but without sustaining — gy! 2 other 
than some burring of the breech screw threads, 
which was secon remedied. 

The type 8-10cb B. L. rifie manutactured at the 
Waterviiet Arsenal has been fi:ed 174 rounds, but as 
the original 8-inch gun, which is of quite similar con- 
struction, was fired 300 rounds, the strength of the 
type 8inch gun is abundantly assured. 

he accuracy of fire of these new guns may be 
judged from the following targetjrecord made with 


the 8 inch B. L. rifie, using the new open sights 
adopted for the service: 

Range, 1 mile; mean vertieanl deviation from 
centre of impact, .5¢ foot; mesn horizontal devia- 
tion from centre of impact, .56 foot; range, 
yards; mean vertical deviation from centre of im- 
pact, 1 foot; mean horizontal deviation from centre 
of impact, 1.75 feet. 

This extreme accuracy of fire is ‘better illustrated 
by the statement that with the 8 inch gun in a tar- 
get of five shots at a range of 1 mile four out of the 
five shots struck within an area 20 by 21 inches, and 
in a tareet of eight shots ata range of 8,000 yards 
(about 15¢ miles) six shots struck withi» an area 1 
by 4 feet. The targets made with the 10 inch B. 
rifle have shown about the same degree of accur- 


acy. 

The Woodbridge wire-wound cast-iron gun, which 
was commenced in 1384, has been well tested during 
the year, 161 rounds being fired. With a charge of 
160 pounds brown prismatic powder and a shot of 
453 pounds, mean weight, the mean velocity was 
about 1, feet seconds, with a mean maximum 
pressure in the chamber of about 30,245 pounds. The 
resulting muzale enerzy was 10,682 foot tons. The 
muzzle enercy of a 10 inch steel gun of 30 tons 
weight and 34 calibres length of bore is about 16,000 
foot tons. The conclusion reached by the board 
with regard to this 10 inch wire-wrap gun was 
that as the gun consists essentially of a cast-iron 
body strengthened by steel-wire winding, as it is a 
gun of inferior power to the standard guns of the 
day of the same calibre, as the limited tests to which 
it has been subjected have developed deep scorings 
and gutterings, which bave been found to be com- 
mon to cast-iron bores, the board, while it does not 
consider that the gun has developeG weaknesses 
which would condemn it for service, cannot, upon 
the whole, from the experience so far, recommend 
it as in any respects suitable to be put in use in the 
Govern ment service. 

The 12inch B.L. R. cast-iron, tnbed with steel, 
gun has been fired 228 rounds, and the advantage 
derived from the use of a steel lining in protecting 
the bore against erosion from the powder gases has 
been clearly established. 

The test of the type 12 inch B. L. mortar, cast-iron 
hooped, has been compieted and adjudged satisfac- 
torv for issue to the Service. It represents the type 
of 73 mortars completed as under contract, differing 
from them only in respect to rifling. A compara- 
tive test showed the marked superiority, in point of 
accuracy, of the increasing over the uniform twist, 
aud it was adopted for the 12 inch mortars. Therate 
of fire for this piece is estimated to be at least one 
shot in eleven and one-half minutes with the pres- 
ent imperfect mounting: but with a more suitable 
type of carriage, such as those pow under manufac- 
ture, this rate of fire will be considerably increased. 

This type mortar was designed to fire a maximum 
ebarge of 80 pounds of brown prismatic powder 
with a shell of about 630 pounds weight and possess- 
ing insufficient penetrative power for the thicker 
steel decks which are now coming into use. About 
this time the typesteel mortar was produced, de- 
sigued for a charge of 105 pounds of powder with a 
shell of 800 pounds, and permit the use of the same 
powder and projectiles tor both types. 

This powder and tbe 800-pound shell will be 
adopted for the service. A-~ the charges are much 
reduced for ranges under 23¢ miles. causing a 
great reduction also in toe pres:ures, a 1.000 pound 
shell will also be ad:pt-d for both mortars for 
ranges below that lim t, ia order to give the neces- 
sary penetrating power to the mortar shell. The 
test of the ste~! wortar bas been delayed mainly 
from lack of a suitable carriage from which to 
make firings. 

There wil] ‘e completed by the end of the cal- 
endar year 1892 4412 incb B. L. mortars, cast iron, 
hooped with stew. 

The additional apprvupriation of $200,000 is suffi- 
cient for seven suvd Mortars, Tae contract for the 
forgings has been awarded to the Bethlehem Iron 
Company. 

Failures in part have met the first attempts to 
produce the experimental and service sea- coast car- 
riages, and the work has bee: cons: derably delayed. 
The type carriages being exp-rimenta! also, many 
of the minor details have required further study 
and modification. 

By the end of 1892 the Depart ment will have com- 
pleted at the gun factory 125 3.z-inch steel field 
guns. 

Some firings have been made with the 3.2-inoh 
gun at the proving grounds, using French smoke- 
less powder. A charge of one pound and 14 ounces 
of this powder, with a 18.5-pound shell, gave a veal- 
ocity of about 1,660 foet and a pressure of only 21,- 
000 pounds. The charge with black hexagonal pow- 
der is 384¢ pounds for the same velocity, and the 
pressure about 35,000 pounds. Some firings have 
also been made with a smokeless powder of Ameri- 
can manufacture, and the results for the first at- 
tempt, are cor sidered promising. 

The type 86-inch B. L. rifie, stee’, has been fired 
over 1,900 roundr, and bas been adjudged satisfac- 
tory for issue. I'wenty-four of these guns under 
manufacture will be completed during the present 
year, and carriages provided for them. 

Sixteen 3,6-inch B.L. steel mortars for field service 
are about ready for issue to the Service, the type 
piece having been thoroughly tested and proved 
ee. 

A Hotchkiss 3 inch B. L. mountain gun has been 
successfully tested at Sandy Hook, baving been 
fired 560 rounds without the slightest iojury. Four 
of these guns bave been ordered from the Hotch- 
kiss Ordnance Company. 

No progress in procuring pneumatic dynamite 
guns has been made since the report of 1891. 

Concerning small arms Gen. Flagler tells of the 
adoption of the Krag-Jorgensen gun, steps taken 
for its manufacture, etc., as recentiy reported b 
the JouRNAL. Smokeless powder for small arms is 
the important question still pending in this connec- 
tion. 

Tests of the Wetteren powder for velocities and 
pressures and to determine the effect of storage and 
granulation are acill in progress, The Troisdorf 
powder has given the best results, and a lot of 100 
pounds of that powder has been purchased for fur- 
ther tests. It ie deemed but slightly :aferior to tho 
best powders of this cl the Houghton and one of 
the forms of Maxim powder, both by American in- 
ventors. The parties interested in each of these 
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powders have announced their intention to estab- 
lish mavufactories for the powders, but the De- 
partment bas been unable at this date tu procure 
either kind in aeeany. A contract has been made 
for 5,000 of the Colt’: improved double and single 
acting revolvers of 38 calibre to replace the 45 cali 
bre now in use. These will be ready for issuse dur- 
ing the current fiscal pear. 











CHANGES IN ARMY CUSTOMS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


No one acquainted with Army affairs can fail tw 
be struck with the many changes taking place in 
administration, due partly to changes caused by 
recent acts of Congress, by the newly instituted 
scheols for officers, and doubtless also by the inter— 
fering currents of modern thought. Among these 
changes none is more conspicuous than the marked 
impulse given to expressions of the views of officers 
through the medium of the various periodicals and 
the daily press. One of these incidents ot very gen- 
eral application is the expression by soldiers or 
junior officers of approval of their superior officers 
(which, if permissible, carries an equa! allowance of 
negative disapproval). This usually takes the good 
natured and apparently praiseworthy form of pre- 
sentations of swords, or equipments, t> a deprirting 
or promoted superior, though occasionally results in 
resolutions by meetings of regret at losing such 
superior, as bya company on the promotion ofa 
captain, or by a regiment on the promotion of a 
colonel. There have been several instances already 
where similar proceedings have involved inferential 
reflection on superior officers. Should the custom 
become general for the soldiers of a company to com- 
pliment their retiring captain, a failure to do so 
would indicate a disapproval. It would, therefore, 
seem the safer rule fcr the benefit of ths S4rvica, to 
discourage all such demonstrations by any com- 
mand to its commander, and to discountenance any 
departure trom the older custom, which certainly 
did not meet with approval any such acts, whether 
- the form of presents or of commendatory expres- 
sions. 

Auotber much more decidedly objectionable mat- 
ter which is growing very ravidly into a serious in- 
jury to the Service, consists in the writing of anony- 
mous communications to newspapers in which 
grievances real or imaginary are ventilated. This is 
not always confined to making newspapers the 
vebicies for carrying such vicious material, but it is 
understood that the officials of the War Depart- 
ment, even the President himself, are addressed in 
such manner. Nothing could be worse for the Ser- 
vice thao that such a method of indicating wron 
should produce any effect. However desirable it 
might be that maladministration should be known 
and corrected by the War Department, the demora- 
lizing effect of such methods certainly outweigh 
any possible benefits that could accrue from usefal 
information so obtained. 

it is not to be understood that the Wer Depart- 
ment has thus far been in any degree influepoed or 
bas taken action in any casein such matters, but if 
the custom grows and should gain any hold upon 
any administration of the War Department in 
future, the injury would be beyond words. 

Another slight change in customs refers to the 
honors paid officials visiting military posts. The re« 
quired honors are duly laid down in the regulations 
and these, of course, are and should be duly paid. 
There is, however, growing up a custom of turning 
out to meet at arailroad station, or elsewhere, cer- 
tain troops to escort the official therewith to the 
post. This isa matter within the province of the 
post commander and it would seem to concera him 
only as a matter of taste. But it would not long re 
main entirely discretionary in practice should it be- 
come customary, because if done by some, others 
would naturally. feel bound to follow the example 
or seem to neglect to pay urual, if not pre- 
scribed, honors. In the Army even more 
elsewhere applies the rule that “custom is 
stronger than law,” and as a matter of taste 
this custom seems objectionable because it 
is often inoonvenient to the official who ar- 
rives, say on a railroad train, dusty and travel worn, 
generally not in uniform nor prepared for such de- 
monstration, and it may simply cause embarrase- 
ment. lt is alsoa considerable hardship of doubt- 
ful utility to the troops because the trains are often 
late and they may be kept standing a long time, and 
then the official may have missed the train and a 
fiasco result. What is not prescribed must partake 
partially of the nature of porsonal civility and this 
supernumerary military parade often replaces the 
old time social reception, which is an agreeable 
mode of a general meeting with such officials, and 
has formed a social custom which many would be 
sorry to see disused. 

This communication is only designed to invite 
consideration of these matters io a general manoer, 
not in the slightest degree intended to apply toany 
special cases. 

While it is by no means desirable that the Service 
should be too rigid to alter for the better, it is hoped 
that what is good in the older customs of the Service 
should not be altered through the modern mania 
for change. K.

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lished. I can only speak certainly for this post. and 
I pronounce this assertion of The Voice as false. 
hen we sold lager beer that had been analysed 
by the State authorities and found to contain only 
8 per cent. of aloohol we had only three men 
tried in six months by court martial. As we are in 
a probibitionist State, we had, by orders from War 
Department, to stop selling beer; result for nine- 
teen months since, we have bad an average of 
fifteen men tried each month by a summary court. 

Beer gets a man tried once in two months—Prohi- 
bition gets a man tried once in two days. A Prohi- 
bitionist State only transfers the liquor traffic from 
the saloon to the drug store, and to places where it 
is openly sold in defiance of law. Whiskey is 
sold all around this post, and the State is powerless 
to preventit. Under thelaw, we are allowed to seil 
om contains from 12‘ to 20 per cent. of al- 
cohol. 

“Consistency, thou art a jewel.’’ The more aman 
drinks lager beer the sleepier he gets. The morea 
man drinks whiskey the more dangerous he gets. 

Let us sell beer andI will guarantee a sober, 
steady garrison. Stop cider, light wines, everything 
but lager beer, and temperance will gain byit. I 
am a temperance man and would wish that total 
abstinence could be enforced, but I believe that 
half aloaf is better than no bread. The Probibi- 
tion party isnot willing to climb the ladder one 
step at a time, but wishes to step from the ground 
to the top rung of the ladder at once.

THE SIGNAL CORPS. 


' Genera A. W. GRetcy, Chief Signal Officer, in 
his annual report to the Seoretary of War, dwells at 
length upon the value to the country of the 900 
miles of military telegraph lines which have been 
successfully maintained in operation during the 
year by the Sixnal Corps. As an instance he cites 
the use of the Fort McKinney line during the cattle 
war in Wyoming and of the line between Forts 
Brown and Ringgold, Tex., during the Garza trou- 
bles. This latter line it is proposed to extend from 
Fort Ringgold to Pena, on the Mexican National 
Railway. Special attention has been given to the 
equipment of field or flying telegraph trains for 
armies operating away from the permanent tele- 
graph lines of the country. 

In constructing a line for the Mexican Boundary 
Commission 12 miles of wire was run the first day in 
eight hours. In 17 days the command unleaded the 
material, erected and maintained the line in an un- 
favorable country until it was no longer required 
oo dismantled and shipped it, all with untrained 
help. 

A section is being organized with each flying tele- 
graph train to operate a captive balloon to collect 
military information and transmit it to the ground 
by telephonecable. The English system of a cap- 
tive skin balloon with portable cylinders contain- 
ing bydrogen gas under the great pressure of 120 
atmospheres has been adopted as the standard. 

The heliograph has been perfected so that mes- 
sages can be sent by its light beam distances ranging 
60 to 100 miies. 

Gen. Greely submits a special estimate of $2,000 to 
initiate a system of military cables and connecting 
land lines in New York, Boston and San Francisco. 
. Asystem of whistle signals based on the service 
oode is now under consideration by the major-gen- 
eral commanding. Concerning the personnel Gen. 
croty recommends that when the position of chief 
signal officer becomes vacant the chief of the corps 
should thereafter be a colonei, with two assistant 
chiefs, one lieutenant-colonel and the other major, 
=~ the office of the .two lieutenants be abol- 
shed. 

In conclusion Gen. Greely speaks encouraging! 
of the growing interest in signal work manifest 
by the Militia of the United States. 


NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS PROM OTED. 


NxvE of the eleven non-commissioned officers or- 
dered before the Fort Leavenworth board for ex- 
amination for appointment as 2d lieutenant in the 
Army were successful. The proceedings reached 
Washington this week and are now in the hands of 
the Major-General Commanding for approval and 
recommendation regarding the manner of assign- 
ment to regiments, With fifteen vacancies in infan- 
try and five in cavalry it will not be a difficult mat- 
ter to make the assignments after it is once decided 
to give commissions to the successful candidates. 
There is some question as to whether the President 
can legally fill existing vacancies as long as there is 

illasurplusof graduates serving as additional 2d 

jeutenants. There are fourteen additionals—six in 
the artillery and eight in the Engineer Corps—which 
if deducted from the 20 vacancies in the infantry 
and cavalry, would leave only six vacancies in the 
—_ of 2d lieutenant actually existing—three 
short of the number required to accommodate the 
nine approved candidates from the ranks. Last 

ear appointments of this class were made regard- 
ess of the number of additionals. Mr. Proctor was 
then Secretary of War. Secretary Elkins may have 
different views on the subject, though it is pretty 
safe to assume that he will approve the appointment 
of all the successful aspirants, if not all at one 
time, as soon as a sufficient number of vacancies oc- 
cur in excess of the 14 additionals.

Asa ppecenSennty measure against future acci- 
dents of the kind which recently occurred on board 
the Philadelphia by the premature explosion of 
one of the 6-inch guns, the Navy Department has 
issued the following regulation: “Charges of 
brown prismatic powder shall not be fired without 
projectiles. Whenever it becomes necessary to use 
blank charges in great guns, commanding officers 
of vessels will cuuse requisitions to be made for 
charges of black —- ln all cases of blank fir- 
ing the guns shall be sponged after each round.” 





OPINIONS ON THE BLOUSE. 


I aM much in favor of the new shape of the Army 
blouse, but the regulation requiring the braid 
might well be omitted for all mental officers. 
Our former experience with a “ braided’’ blouse 
proved, by actual use,the worthlessness, for ser- 
vice, of that ornamental garment. For the staff, I 
am heartily in favor of the new blouse, exactly as 
prescribed in orders. The standing collar, absence 
of buttons, and the wearing of the belt under the 
blouse are all improvements, but the putting on of 
braid 18 a step backward in the movement toward 
simplicity and efficiency of dress. The designation 
of rank and regiment should be embroide on the 
collar, which should, for Cavalry and Artillery cor- 
ee in color, with facings of those arms. The 
Infantry collar should be the same as the blouse, 
viz.: dark blue, for the reason that the Infantry 
facing (white) does not makea plain contrasting 
back —— for embroidery in either gold or silver, 
and silk embroidery in either blue or black upon a 
white ground, as has been suggested, will not stand 
wear. The shoulder strap is an antiquated nuis- 
ance, uncomfortable to the wearer, and adding 
nothing to bis soldierly appearance. Its retention 
seems to be largely a sentimental matter, and a 
tradition of the Civil War. The same is true of the 
brass buttons—a most bungling and hideous instru- 
ment for the fastening of clothes. The new blouse 
modified as suggested would be an improvement 
upon anything we, of the line, have ever had, and 
would in time be followed b the abolition of the 
brass button for the blouse of the enlisted man, a 
change greatly to be desired. 





In the new blouse there is but one possible advan- 
tage,and that is the pooome for wearing the 
sword belt under the blouse, and even this is con- 
sidered a doubtful advantage by many. As for neat- 
ness, it does not compare with the present blouse. 
It will be much more costly and less durable, re- 
quiring at the same timea great deal of repairing 
to keep it in a presentable condition. 

Our old blouse is neat, durable, cheaper than the 
new one, gives entire satisfaction everywhere, then 
why should we have this change thrust upou us? If 
there must be a change why not leave off the 
shoulder straps and braid across the chest, and have 
a blouse like that of the Navy, which gives the best 
satisfaction ? 





The “growls” over the new blouse are coming 
fast and furious, and when I read my JouRNAL I get 
the impression that I must bein the English Army 
and that a soldier “strike” is imminent. The pleas 
in “bar of trial’’ seem to be generally weak and 
trivial, and when simmered down amount to “I 
don’t want it.” It is evident that the Army can 
only be appeased by the immediate adoption of a 
uniform that will cost nothing, wear forever, and 
be both dress and undress at the same time. I have 
my new blouse, or at least a new one I had just pur- 
chased changed to the new pattern at trifling ex- 
pense, and | confess | like it, and strange as it may 
seem [ have belonged to the line for nearly fifteen 
years. A soldier is paid to keep up his personal ap- 
pearance, and it is rs of his duty to appear clean 
and well dressed. believe in handsome uniform— 
all military people do. Itisarecognized part of a 
soldier’s pride and glory. The Government pays us 
sufficient to enable us to buy good uniforms, and I 
have often wished, when I have heard an officer or- 
der an enlisted man on $14a month to buy a new 
blouse, or new dress coat, that some superior ented 
would give him a similar order. The new blouse 
means an increased expenditure of from $5 to $10 per 
year, or an equivalent to two gallons of whiskey or 
a box of cigars. A soldier’s economy ought not to 
be exclusively practised on uniform. I have no 
means other than those given by our common 
* Uncle,” but I would gladly invest in new dress 
coat and new head gear to-day if our present ones 
were changed as admirably as the blouse has been. 

INFANTRY. 





Most of the critics talk about a “blouse.” Why 
this long-used misnomer? A blouse is a pleated gar- 
ment, belted around the waist. The Russian mujiks 
wear them, the Army tried them once, but soon 
shed them. I know of no Army on earth that wears 
them now. Thearchitects of the new undress coat 
are simply coquetting with the English patrol 
jacket, which Marine officers have been wearing for 
25 years, and which makes the wearer iook not only 
like an officer, but also a gentleman. It has caused 
many an Army officer envy every time they haveseen 
it. For the Army, the insignia of rank and number of 
regiment worn on the collar in bullion, could be 
edged with a narrow line of cloth of the color of the 
arm of service, thus answering all the purposes of 
the shoulder strap. The braided jacket sets off to 
advantage a good figure, and supplies artificial out- 
line to the fat officer. The dreary expanse of stom- 
ach, unrelieved, save by five buttons and an occa- 
sional grease spot, is divided into tapering segments 
by the braid, producing alighter and more pleasing 
impression on the bystander. The back braids taper 
from shoulders to where a waist should be with 
similar effects. The new coat is a feeble effort in the 
right direction, for it may some day blossom into 
the handsome jacket of the Marine Uorps. For field 
service a soldier’s sack coat could be authorized, as 
the overcoat now is. The embodiment of the crude 
ideas of miscellaneous officers and provincial tailors 
of what is tasteful and useful in military dress 
should no longer be permitted, but men who are art- 
ists and campaigners like Zogbaum, Remington and 
de Thaistrop should be charged with devising our 
uniforms, a task which { am told in France was as- 
sumed by the famous Detaille and de Neuville. One 
point I am sure we are all agreed upon: we are not 
allowed time enough for the change. March 4 is 
quite early enough.

The good work you are engaged in of ascertaining 
the views of officers on duty with troops concern- 
ing the new blouse, should have the encouragement 
of all, both those who are for, and those who are 
against, the new blouse. The “toiling masses,’ 
represented by officers of the line who are going to 
wear this blouse tur service, call loudly for proteéc- 
tion against the comparative few who are going to 


wear it merely for ornament. Ths latter small 
minority should not, and probably do not, desire to 
have officers who represent the great majority of 
the Army list, compelled to follow every change of 
fashion they may wish tosee in vogue. The time 
has not yet come when American soldiers cannot 
appear twice wearing the same blouse without loss 
of caste. It is one of the blessed privileges of an of- 
ficer that he does not have to follow the spring and 
fall styles and buy himself an Easter blouse when 
Lent isdone. Hisold Hatfield blouse is always 
handsome, stylish and military. Why, then, cast it 
aside “as a garment?” It was good enough to take 
the place of a blouse which was 7 ‘the 
same as that now prescribed, and its superiority has 
never been successfully impeached.

By invitation of the proprietors of the Brown Seg- 
mental Tube Wire Gun a party of gentlemen vis- 
ited Birdsboro, Pa., on Friday last to inspect the 5 
in. just being completed, and to witness some ex- 
periments designed to show the merits of the sys- 
tem.

Moore, of Fanwood, N. J.; E. D. Woodruff, of Au- 
burh, N. Y. It was hoped thatthegun would be 
ready for trial, but it is awaiting the completion of 
a breech block. A cylinder representing a section 
of the gun was tried, however, with three pounds, 
giving a pressure,as determined by the standard 
gauges, of 50,600 lbs. per sq. inch, and with 3% Ibs., 
giving a pressure of 61,590 ibs. The firing was under 
the direction of Lieut. G. N. Whistler, 5th U. S. Art., 
engineer of the company. The pressure gauges 
were carefully examined and measured by the 
French naval officers before and after firing, and 
their calculations agreed with those of Leutenant 
Whistier, as here given. They showed great in- 
terest in the trial, and made careful observa- 
tions of all they saw; hearing was out of the 
question, as, with the exception of Lieut. Cloth 
they could not talk English, and what little French 
there was in the party was soon exhausted. Mr. J. 
H. Brown, the inventor, showed the visitors over 
the shop where the completed 5-inch gun was assem- 
bled, and explained its method of construction. As 
the report of the Chief of Army Ordnance, which we 
publish this week, doesnot present the Woodbridge 
wire bound gun in a very favorable light, it may be 
well to say that the difference between the Wood- 
bridge and the Brown is very marked. The Wood- 
bridge gun hasa solid cast tube, surrounded bya 
circle of Voussoir bars of cast iron wound with 
wire. The Brown gun has acore cf Voussoir bars 
of steel and these are wound with steel wire put on 
under a high cension by a machine invented by Mr. 
Brown. The V shaped segmental bars in the Brown 
gun give longitudinal,and the wire traverse strength 
thesystem producing great elasticity. Longridge en- 
deavors to obtain such aconditionin his inner tube 
by winding beyond the elastic limit of his metal, and 
then unwinding and rewinding up to the new elas- 
ticlimit. Mr. Brown claims that his method of 
constructing the core of his gun willadmit of ob- 
taining an elastic limit for compression in the metal 
far beyond anything possible when a solid tube is 
used ; and at the same time will give increasing lon- 
gitudinal strength,

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THE “GORTON” STEAM HEATER. 


FAVORABLE RESULTS OF ITS FIRST WINTER'S USE AT 
WEST POINT. 


Wnat is regarded as a structural improvement in 
the Gorton steam heater is illustrated by the accom- 

nying cut. One of the coal pockets on the right 
om | side of the boiler has been enlarged and 
changed to a swing coal pocket or fire door, by cut- 
ting down into the water leg about six inches below 
the lower edge of the boiler shell, thus making a 
jarge opening through which the furnace can be 
easily cleaned whenever it is found necessary, which 
should be only at the beginning and end ef the 
season. 
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In the year 1891, the Rpm re department 
of the U. 8S. Army issued specifications for building 
and fitting out, heating, etc., several officers’ Quar- 
ters at West Point. Altogether five quarters have 
been built. Under the direction of Capt. Miller, 
quartermaster at the station, a very extended and 
careful study was made of the different systems of 
heating, with a view to selecting the one most ap- 
proved by experience for the new residences. In 
making this decision reference was made to the re- 
sulte attained with the Gorton boiler at the large 
number of Army posts at which it was already in 
use- Reports came in uniformly endorsing the good 
work, simple operation, easy management and 
economy in fuel of the Gorton heater, and it accord- 
ingly was selected. These structures, five in num- 
ber, were heated during the winter of '9I and '92 
with the number two size Gorton heater, the system 
of piping being on the double pipe gravity return 
plan and the delivery of steam on the direct system. 
The structures are two stories in height, having on 
the first story besides the large front hall, a parior, 
sitting room and dining room; the second story con- 
tains four bedrooms besides a large bathroom. The 
radiators are nine in number, the larger one in the 
front hall having forty-eight square feet of radiat- 
ing surface. In one or two of the residences it was 
found that in the room on the lower floor having a 
Northern exposure, there was evidently a want of 
more radiation, which will be arranged for before 
the coming winter; otherwise the heating capacity 
of the boiler was in all respects found to be perfect! 
satisfactory and all who have tried it in their resi- 
dences have only commendation for its excellent 
qualities. It will bein this connection, well to re- 
call the experience with the Gorton heater at Wil- 
lett’s Puint, as reported in the JOURNAL some 
months since. In that instance, in the north ward, 
the most exposed ward of the hospital, it was found 
dificult to attain sufficient heat for comfort, while 
in the south ward, protected from the cold winds, 
there was really more than enough heat. This oug- 
xests the greatest importance in calculating in ad- 
vance the condition and situation of the rooms to 
be heated and providing ample radiating surface for 
that purpose. About the same time that the number 
two size Gorton heaters were placed in the officers’ 
quarters, contracts were given out for two number 
four size Gorton house heating boilers for the cav- 
alry barracks, then nearing completion. The first 
floor of the building contains nine rooms, which are 
heated by cleven radiators; second floor, six large 
rooms, heated by seventeen radiators. The two 
radiators in the large dining room on the first floor 
are each eighty square feet, the library also having 
two, each thirty teet. The two squad rooms on the 
second floor have each. five radiators of forty-six 
square feet. All of the radiators are provided with 
box bases, so that they can be used if desired on the 
direct indirect principle. In all respects the Gorton 
heating system in the cavalry barracks has been 
found exceedingly satisfactory, all of the rooms be- 
ing easily warmed to any degree of temperature re- 
quired. The most remarkable result of the system 
is, however, observed in the two squad rooms on the 
second story, where the direct indirect system is de- 
pended upon not only for heating but for preserv- 
ing the pure air of the rooms. Officers who have had 
large experience in ventilating the sleeping rooms 
of large squads of men remark, that with the use of 
h e Gorton system there is none of that taint upon 

h e atmosphere after a night’s passage that is obvi- 


ous and has been seriously condemned with other 
modes of heating. It wili thus be seen that the re- 
sults of the first winter's use of the Gorton house 
h system at West Point were decidedly favor- 
able. ith a slight addition to the radiating sur- 
face in the north rooms of the officers’ quarters, the 
only imperfection noticed, and that not attaching 
to heater, will be remedied. So far ordinary un- 
intelligent service has been used to take care of 
and operate the heaters, and in several instances it 
has been found pessible to carry the n de- 
gree of heat at a pressure running frem one pound 
to a pound and a half. 





THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

THERE is no doubt of the advance made in recent 
years in the great task of organizing the people of 
this country intoa military force. The Nationa) 
Guard is stronger than it ever was before in our his- 
tory, and it is not only better drilled as a whole, but 
the essentials that form the efficient soldier have re- 
cetrved great attention and successful development. 
While the bodies of troops from the regular Army 
and Navy, the Marines, blue jackets and cadets 
were looked upon with admiration during the Cen- 
tennial parade of April, 1889, their good perform- 
ances were received as a matter of course, and this 
is proper. They are theofficial exemplars of correct 
bearing. On the other hand the fine appearance of 
the National Guard was asurprise, for it was the first 
time when the troops of so many different States 
were brought together, and their performance could 
be looked upon as representative not of the mili- 
tary spirit and faithful drill of one State only, but 
the whole country. It was not only good in itself, 
but remarkably uniform in quality and justified not 
only the policy of Government in its efforts to es- 
tablish a helpful oversight in National Guard mat- 
ters, but the labors of the many officers who have 
taken part in carrying it out. One result of this 
policy and of the detail of officers to schools for 
military instruction isthe growth of an apprecia- 
tive spirit in the people. A parade nowadays is 
watched by thousands who have learned to be com. 
petent observers and judges of good military form. 








CONNECTICUT. 


Ist Lieut. Wm. H. C. Bowen, 5th Inf., U.8. A.,in his re- 
port on the Connecticut National Guard Says: “All organi- 
zations, except separate companies, were well above 90 per 
cent.; particular attention being invited to the splendid 
showing of the 2d and 3d Regts., and of the battery. Owing 
to the new Drill Regulations, the guard mounting and other 
formations, on Saturday and Sunday, were very bad; by 
Monday they had become much smoother, and during the 
remainder of the week they were of such a nature that few 
criticisms could be made,and those few wereon minor 
points, many of them being differences of opinion only, 
showing conclusively the capacity for learning by 
Officers and men of the Connecticut National Guard, when 
interested in their work. Far different was the guard duty; 
there was no improvement in that from start to finish. The 
work of the sentinels was wretched. Honors were rendered 
fairly well, especially at the guard house at the entrance of 
camp, where there wasa great improvement over that of 
last year; but the individual work of the different sentinels 
was very bad, with a few notable exceptions, but these ex- 
ceptions only brought out in a worse light the very indiffer- 
ent performance of this most important duty of the great 
majority of the men perforentes guard duty. 

“It is quite altogether certain that{in the matter of Guard 
and Sentry duty, the Connecticut foree isa long way from 
possessing even a fair amount of ficiency, and this is 
only due to the carelessness to put it mildly, of a large por- 
tion of the officers (commissioned and non-commissioned) 
and particularly of those detailedjfor duty with the Guard, to 
exercise the proper degree of supervision over the men in 
their charge, and to properly instruct them, A case in 
point; a sentry on one of the most conspicuous beats in the 
camp, who eould not fail to be seen by every visitor who en- 
tered the grounds, had quit bis piece and == leaning against 
the fence, and engaged in conversation with comrades and 
civilian friends; the officer of the guard passed within a 
few feet of the offender, looked at him—and went his way 
without a word, either of caution or of condemnation. Ono 
another occasion! saw the officer of the guard playiig 
cards with members of the Guard. These were by no means 
exceptional cases. 

** Naturally, under such conditions, men become heedless 
and careless,and the organizations to which they are attached 
are misjudged in the minds of the public. Too much of this 
kind of guard duty was permitted and performed, especi- 
ally on the flanks of camp where they (the sentinels) were 
wholly or in part screened from public view. In the rare 
instances where the errors of omission and commission 
were pointed out to them and explained by their officers, 
the sentinals cheerfully corrected them. ere was a duty 
which could have been learned at home or at the Armory, 
perfectly, and captains should be held toa strict account- 
ability; officers and men seemed to know little or nothing 
of the general duties of the Guard (let alone the special du- 
ties), and the outside line was forced again and again by 
men from theinside wishing to get out. More attention 
was given to salutes this year than last, but is 
room for improvement. 

“ On the whole, Connecticut's militia this year made'a ored- 
itabie showing, and,as in the past, indicatesa fitness to 
measure up favorably with the National Guard of more 
pretentious commonweaitbs. Every true citizen has a just 
pride in the efficiency of the Guard,and inthe welfare of 
the Brigade, and all are deeply interested in ail that goes to 
make up a soldiec’s life. Camp White was a working cam 
to maintain which cost the citizens a large amount o 
money. This money is cheerfully given and whatever per- 
sonal enjoyment goes with its expenditure is graciously 
concedec, but in return they expect, what every true sol- 
dier should be eager to give, strict obedience to orders, the 
recognition of superior authority, an honest desire to 
learn the science of modern warfare, and a readiness to re- 
spond to the call for duty whenever and wherever itis 


necessary. 

* Another subject which needs serious attention in the CO. 
N. G. is rifle firing, and especially practice at firing at un- 
known distances.” 

“ Of these and other criticisms in the report, the Adju- 
tant General says: “Every criticism, made in the most 
kindly spirit, and only because of bis interest in our volun- 
teer 0 ization, aud for ita good, is eadorsed by the Ad- 
jutant General from personal observation. While the work 
of the Brigade in the formations and evolutions of the 
new drill regulations was excelient—taking into considera- 





tion the limited time had for study and practice—the mat-

SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR STREET PARADES, 


A RETIRED officer of the U.S. A., under date of 
Oct. 21, writes to the JoURNAL as follows: 

Persons the route of the tate military par- 
ade in New York can scarcely havefailed to remark 
the ragged appearance of the flanks of the various 
infantry regiments in columns (due to the crowded 
condition of the streets) and the irregular manner 
in which the march was resumed after & halt. When 
a single regiment parades the field efficers are com- 
petent to supervise and to direct its movements, but 
such cannot be the case in a greatly lengthened col- 
umn with its noise and attendant confusion. 

With a view, therefore, to obviate ¢ —- 8 
referred to, 1 beg to suggést the followiag to be’ob - 
served on occasions of a similar character: 

The signal “atteation” shall spply to each regi- 
ment, while those of “halt” and ‘forward’ shall 
apply to the heads of columns of the different com- 
mands. At the — “halt” the leading company 
shall halt, while the remaining companiesviosing to 
half distance shall each in turn be halted by com- 


mand of its captain. 

At the proper signal theentire command shall 
stand at attention. hen the signal ‘** forward” is 
sounded, it shall be obeyed by the leading company, 
and when full distance is op d each company 
ae cepeemnvety resume the march by command of 

chief. 

As the above violate no military principle, it 
might at least be tried and after practice lam ooh- 
vinced that the appearance and steadiness of the 
troops would be greatlyimproved. It is, moreover, 
noticeable that the rearmost companies are con- 
fused by the music of their regimental band and the 
band in the rear, and although each ide should 
take step from the guidein front of him, it is ex- 
ceedingly dificult to do soif the men have any ear 
for music. 

The captains of the rearmost companies might, 
therefore, be allowed some discretionary power in 
the premises. [ do not desire to be byperocritical in 
the above remarks, but simply suggest them ‘* for 
the good of the Service.”’ 


MODERN MILITARY TELEGRAPHING,

Stones were 
thrown at the workmen on thetrainsand near the freight 
house, and the railway superintendent at that place asked 
protection of the officer of the guard, Ist Lt. Cassidy, Co. H, 
Ist Battl., 22d Regt. 

Stones had also been thrown at the 7ist Reet. men who 
were guarding an incoming ‘train,and said Broderick was 
pointed out by a captain of the Tist Regt. (who was posted 
oo topof Oneof the cars).as one of thestone throwers. 
Corpl. Meeks, Co. H, 221 Regt., had also seen Broderick 
throw stones. A detail from the guard pursued Broderick, 
who was running away, and upon his refusing to halt, after 
baving been several times ordered to do so, he was shot by 
one of the detail, name unknown. At the same time three 
other men who had thrown stones were made prisoners, 
committed te the guard house, and turned over to the po- 
lice. Their names are John Kelly, Michael Clifford and 
James Murphy.

In the course of the trial the Court, in overruling an ob- 
jection by the prosecution, said emphatically: “I hold 
that a commissioned officer of the National Guard may 
png ne yoy to a court oe, = ny ome 2 spake 
or mutiny, for the purpose_of preserving pline, o 
a ressonabte punishment. I have no doubt but that sueh 
punishment would be legal. The very nature of the emer- 
gency calls for omens pesteest. * Judge Porter held 
that the law plainly said that the discipline of the National 
Guard in active service should conform with United States 
reg ons generally, and that where a certain punishment 
is orbidden the legality of its infliction resta upon the 

faith of the officers and their intention to enforce 
iscipline. For Iams’ offense Colonel Hawkins in his testi 
mony said he had seen men shot to death, hung up by the 
thumbe, bucked and . spread-eagied or staked out 
in the sun, tied to wheels and otherwise tortured till they 
fainted. He considered the punishments mentioned author- 
ized by custom inthe United States Army. He did not 
know that they were no longer in use. but bad been in- 
formed by regular Army officers that in Indian wars, etc., 
of recent date, these penalties bad been in force.
